Claims 1-107 have been canceled. Claims 108-1 19 are pending. 



Election/Restriction 



2. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 

the claimed invention: 

The structure of claims 1 10 and 1 16 comprising the moieties of R= H, alky, aryl, allyl, 
amino acyl, the alcohol structure and the [linker]-[crosslinker]-carrier moiety, and the indicies for 
"r", "m" and "n". 

The indicies for "r" in claim 1 12.
